Ibis was sn increase ot 1,514.,- 
663,920 pieccf, or 44 per cunt, for 18K5 
ovur 18S2, and uf 1.597,816 8U2 pieces, or 
32 per cent, for 1683 over 1885 These 
figures do not indicate un nnui ually 
"great expansion ot tbe service" during 
the past tnree years ot democratic ad- 
miLiatrotion. In the record of enors 
made by postal olorks wo lind that the 
iuourreot alipi returned numbered 484.- 
268 in 1K82. 39C.7-1G in 1885, and 7C0711 
in 1888.
